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CELEBRATED SWIMMER PENNY PALFREY BREAKS LONG DISTANCE 
SOLO SWIM RECORD IN THE CAYMAN ISLANDS 




New York NEW YORK, June 14, 2011 - Australian swimmer Penny Palfrey , world record holder and pioneer in 
long-distance swimming, made history in the Cavman Islands on Sunday when she set a new world record for the 
longest ever unassisted open water solo swim. 

Covering a distance of 67.26 miles between Little Cayman and Grand Cayman Islands, Penny completed the 
mammoth distance in a time of 40:41:12. She started the journey from West End Point on Little Cayman at 5:26.30 
a m on Saturday June 1 1 and swam continuously until she emerged on the beach at the East End of Grand Cayman 
at 10:07.42 p.m. on Sunday, June 12, bruised and swollen, but walking and raising her arms in victory to a large 
crowd that gathered to witness the history-making event. 

Commenting on her achievement, Premier of the Cayman Islands, Hon. McKeeva Bush stated: "This is a tremendous 
occasion for Penny Palfrey and her husband Chris. What she has accomplished is nothing short of monumental and 
we are proud that she chose the Cayman Islands for this record-breaking swim. Our heartiest congratulations to her 
and her support team that made this possible. 

Prior to her record-breaking, Palfrey warmed up by swimming the five-mile distance between Cayman Brae and Little

New York, New York (September 9, 2011) Stay-over visitor arrivals are up for the tenth month in a row with July 
figures showing a significant increase of 7.5% over July 2010.
